The mystery surrounding tbe find of 


jewelry in a cavern near Avondale bids 
fair to be cleared up. 


Justice Park received a telegram 


from the chief of police at Cleveland 
this morning informing him that the 
owner of the jewelry ana an officer 
would be in Avondale this evening. 
Later he received another containing 
tbe information that John Koble ann 
his son, John, would reach Avondale 
on the toon train and to arrest the 
young man and bold him. 
Monday evening when the jewelrv 


was in Squire Park's office John Sund'- 
theimer,sectlon boss of the Wheeling, 
entered the room and Mr. Park asked 
him if he knew anything. Looking at 
the valise he replied 'I know that 
satchel/' 
On the ad vice of Attorney Powelson 
who was in the office Mr. Park took 
the section boss out and learned an 
interesting story. 
Sundtheimer said that -two or three 


weeks ago last Sunday young Kohle. 
who is employed in Cleveland, came to 
Avondale on the noon train. He was 
informed that his family were not at 
home, but were taking dinner at the 
ho*oe of William Sheets. The young 
man, however, started in the direc- 
tion of his home, and later was seen 
going from that locality to tbe Sheets 
residence. When he got oft the train 
he had a valise, but when ne reached 
tbe Sheet's residence he had none. 
The cave lies in the same direction 
from the station as the bouse of Ko- 
ble's parents. 
Young Koble returned to Avondale 
Sunday evening to take the train and 
had no satchel. 
Wednesday night it was rumored it 


Avondale that Young Koble was the 
man who bad secreted the jewelry in 
the cavern. His father heard tbe re- 
port and was angry. Thursday morn- 
ing be viewed the matter in different 
light, and going to Squire Park said 
he was going to Cleveland and take 
uis son before the chief of police.
